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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomris the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ueno (5,786,523). Ueno teaches 
naphthol derivatives of the Instant invention. In the alternative, Ueno suggests multiple 
substitutions of the naphthol derivatives and one of ordinary skill in the art would expect 
similar results from variations of naphthol derivatives as directly suggested by Ueno. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Ueno (6,409,812). Ueno teaches 
naphthol derivatives suitable for use in toner applications (claim 13). In the alternative, 
Ueno suggests multiple substitutions of the naphthol derivatives and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would expect similar results from variations of naphthol derivatives as 
directly suggested by Ueno. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1-14-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Although the 35 USC 112 rejection and the rejection of Claim 4 drawn only 
to Ueno (5,786,523) have been withdrawn, the above repeated rejections including 
newly submitted claims 5 and 6 have been maintained. 

6. In response to applicant's argument that the compound as claimed is used as a 
charge control agent, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order 
to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

7. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "charge control agent" has 
not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A 
preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA1951). 

8. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
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references. Regardless of the intended use or label given to the naphthol derivatives, 
the same compound and toner composition is clearly taught by the prior art. 

Conclusion 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action in regards to newly submitted Claims 5 and 6. Accordingly, THIS
